Father of Oil King Had Two Wives—

er, Walsh county, N.D., has resuitea 
in further investigation being made 
of the career of the parent of the mul- 
ti-millionaire trust head, According 
to one despatch, the old man had two 
wivés, which would be sufficient pea- 
son for his changing his name. Tht« 
despatch is from New York: “The 
body of Dr, William Avery Rockefel- 
ler, father of the ol king John D. 
Rockefeller, lies in an unmarked grave 
in Oakland cemétery, Freeport, Lt, 
He died in that city May 11th, 1906. 
aged 96 years, 5 months and 28 days. 
For fifty years he led a double iife. 
Under the assumed name of Dr. Wil- 
liam Livingston he farmed and séld 
medicine of his own decoction im Th- 
nois and North Dakota, During those 
same years he occasionally appeared

BURNING ASHES. 


New York Schools Being Heated With 
Coal Ash Moistened With Solution. 


New York, Peb, 10.—By moistening 
coal ashes with a solution of oxalic 
acid, dock sult and water, the board of 
education is heating all the public 
school buildings with fires made from 
ashes and saving $50,000 a year by it, 
according to a report made by Patrick 
Janes, superintendent of school sup- 
plies. Some coal, but very little, ix 
used, and the janitors are engaged in 
a contest to see which can use the least 
eoul and most ashes, 

Instead of putting waste coal and 
ishes in the ash cans, both are now 
used as far as possible, The janitors 
were instructed to mix the solution as 
follows: Hot water must be used én 
dissolving the acid and rock salt. To 
every gallon of water necessary add two 
ounces of oxalic acid and one pound vo! 
ock salt. i 

The ashes may Be treated and shov- 
elel back into the furnace. Where pea 
coal is used it can’ be mixed with the 
ashes in the proportion of two parts of 
ashes to one of coal. Phe wshes may be 
reused by moistening again. The cone 
mittee estimates that the saving should 
not be less than 25 per cent. and may 
be us high as 70 per cent. 

The couamitttee bas made experiments 
for a year in schoul No. 21, Manhattan, 
Of 200 reports sent-in, more than’ 70 per 
cent. show a saving of coal. Commercial 
Gxalic acid costs ten cents a pound and 
rock salt forty cents for 100 pounds,

PEARLS FOUND BY X-RAYS, 


24,000 Oysters May be Examined in 
Hour. 


Pari® Feb, W.—Some verrs ago. 
Prof, Raphael Dubois, of the Univer. 
sity of Lyons, conceived the idea of 
examing pearl oysters by means of 
the X-rays, and he observed that, not- 
withstanding the natural thickness of 
the shell, the pearl was always. vis- 
ible, The operafion caused the oyster 
no pain, 

A few days ago M, Dubois received 
a visit from a Mr. Salamon, an elec- 
trical engineer, of New York, whom 
he informed of the marvellous results 
he had obtained in Cevlon, where the 
method was first applied, 

Mr, Salamon has had constructed 
an apparatus for the prodecetion of X- 
rays, thanks to an ingenious arrange- 
ment, on which 24,000 oysters can be 
examined every hour, By means of 
Mr, Salamon’s X-ray photographs the 
existence of the smallest pearls may 
be distinguished. ‘The apparatus cost 
£8,000.

RTHWEST 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
lesa. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
litions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
fice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
vant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
eived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
‘laim or if entry has been granted it 


An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
he eligible for homestead entry and nd 
other. application will be received from | 
an individual until that application has 
heen disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution forscancellation pro- 
eedings the applicant for cancellation 
vill be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must, state 
in what particulars the homesteader is} 
n default, 

A homesteader whose entry is not the| 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ition of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of tho follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in euch year 
during the term of three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
1cres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement, 

(3) 1f the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming  Jand 
»wned solely by him, not less than eighty 
'80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by hii in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
lence duties by living with the father 
(or mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the 
preceding paragraphs is defined us mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in the measurement. 

(5) A hotmesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
nust notify the Agent for the district 
vf such intention, 

Before making applieation for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so.

Life Story of the Assassin. 

Rio Janeiro, Feb. 8—The life stor 
of Buissa, the leader of the band tha 
assassinated King Carlos and Crow) 
Prince Luitz at Lisbon last Saturday 
has been obtained in this city from : 
Portuguese clerk in a commercia 
house, who was a schoolmate of Bui: 
sa, the regicide. He says the assas 
gin’s full name was Manuel Reis Silv 
LBuiséa, and that he was born in th: 
Vinhaes Dislik, province of Braganza 
Trazos Montez, Portugal. He was 
son of the abbe of Vinhaes, and as : 
boy he went to the Lyceum at Bragan 
za. He had nine brothers and sisters 
and one of his sisters, named Belmira 
lived until a short time ago in thir 
city. Manuel was not the first crim 
inal in the family, one of his aunt 
killing a servant in her employ wher 
she found that her husband was mak 
ing love.to the other, She was arrest 
ed, and sentenced to a long term o 
imprisonment in Africa. 

As a boy Manuel Buissa was quarre! 
eome, naughty and audacious, He 
went to the Lyceum with the reputa 
tion of a bad student, and as having 

vicious character, The life he led in 
Braganza made it necessary for hi 
tuther to put him into the army, and 
he was consequently enrolled in thi 
Seventh Cavalry regiment of Bragan 
za. But even in the army he was ¢ 
hard youth to control, but in spite oi 
often repeated p hment 
aged to gain the grade of sergeant. He 
continued a dissipated mode of life 
and was soon transferred from Brag 
anza to the regiment on duty at Al 
vas on the frontier. Here he had a 
serious brawl with six soldiers, Fo: 
this offense Jie was courtmartialed and 
condemned to serve # term in prison, 
altor which he was expelled from th« 
army. Buissa then returned to hi- 
native village of Vinhaee, 

Thanks to the influence of his fath 
er he was given an opportunity to be 
come a school teacher, and it seemed 
to his friends that he was going to re 
form and settle down. He studied 
hard, and aiter a year went up to Bra- 
ganza, where he graduated trom the 
districtschool, Buissu was intelligent 
and had he devoted himeelf to hir 
etudies he would soon have gained 
his diploma. Aiter this he was sent 
at the national college at Lisbon as a 
projessor, a post whieh he filled up to 
ihe time of his death. 

During the last few years Buissa was 
a Republican in politics, and he had 
fiiendly iclatious with members

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Franco is accompanied by 


political ideas in discussion in the 
streets and cafes of Lisbon, 

Buissa’s friend, who eupplied the 
foregoing information, does not think 
that he accepted money from the com- 
mission of his crime, Buissa was 
vicious and wicked in many ways, but 
he was above taking money for mur- 
der.

DUFFY CRITICIZES KELLEY. 


Now York, Feb. 8.—Arthur Duffy, hol- 
der of the world’s sprinting title until 
his mark of 9°3-5 was equalled by Dan 
Kelley, now of Detroit, who is running 
in some of the New York meets, has 
written an article on the new champion’s 
style. Commenting on his work the 
other night in Madison Square Garden, 
whén Kelley was beaten, he says: 

“It was an ettremely critical crowd 
that was present to witness the perform. 
ance of the western crack, and all were 
anxious to see whether or not he would 
live up to the reputation he had éstab- 
lished for himself in the west, of run- 
ning 100 yards in 9 3-5 seconds. With 
all due consideration to the champion, 
it must be admitted that Kelley compet- 
ed under the most unfavorable circum 
stances, Before the race he acknowledg- 
ed that he had not been in training for 
many months and that it was his first 
appearance at indoor racing. He 
entered in the 60-yard and the 220-yard 
handicap dashes, being foreed to give 
liberal handicaps in both events, thu 


was 


giving him very poor opportunity to 
show his real form. 
“In particular was his work in the 


short sprint noticed and when the cham- 
pion failed to qualify in his heat, which 
was won in the rather slow time af 
6 3-5 seconds many of the critics 
present were seen to shake their heads. 
But even considering the disadvantage 
which the westerner had to compete 
with, it was inequivocally conceded by 
many of the followers of sprint-running 
that Kelley failed to show the real cal- 
ibre that would stamp him as a world- 
beater, Lis work as a whole showed that 
he possessed none of the finesse that is 
so essential in the running of 100 yards 
in such wonderful time. 


“In build Kelley is the typical raw- 
boned western athlete with the broad 
chest and the well-rounded limbs. He 


possesses all the requisites of a cham- 
pion sprinter, and while he failed to 
make the most favorable impression 
last night, it seems that in the course 
of the near future we will hear more 
from him.”

Toronto, Feb. 8.—Athletes from all 
over the world are turning their eyes to 
London, where in six months’ time the 
greatest series of international contests 
in the world’s history will take place, 
The Olympic games themselves are sche 
duled to begin on July 18, but contests 
of an international charater will begin 
with a golf tournament on June 1, and 
will wind up with football, hockey, la- 
crosse and figure skating in October.

The greatest event of all will be the 
Marathon race, Canadians take partic- 
ular interest in this event because it 
Was won in 196 by W. J. Sherring, of 
Hamilton, and becauss they hope and be- 
lieve it will be won in 1908 by Thomas 
Longboat, of Toronto. That there will 
be a stronger field than ever before to 
compete tor the blue ribbon of the ath- 
letic worldis cartain, and the statement 

implies that tremendous 
endurance and courage were not neces 
sary to win in 1896, 1900, 1904 and 1906. 
This year the victor must win from the 
picked athletes of a laud that haa al- 
ways been famed for the stamina of its 
men, Hundreds of fine English runners 
are already in preparation for the Mar- 
athon, and their training will continue 
for five montos and more. There will be 
scores of elimination contests and at 
least one or two great preparatory runs 
among the Englishmen. 

They are the men who have to be beat- 
en, and if Longboat can lead them home 
he can be honestly saluted as the great- 
@st ranner ever born. His fine speed 
and remarkable powers of endurance will 
not be sufficient to win, unless he keeps 
in training from February to July. Ac- 
cording to W. Gi, George it requires six 
mouths for a good man to train himself 
for «a record-breaking performance at 26 
miles, 170 yards, which is the mar- 
athon distance, and George should know 
tor he was the fastest mile runner ever 
produced and holds the record of 4 min. 
12 1-3 seconds. George believes — that 
there are plenty of English athletes who 
have not the speed to make a good show- 
ing at 10 miles, which represents about 
the limit of English long-distance ran- 
hing nowaduys, who have it in them |
